The Louisville Times Is 
editorial analysis of the new speller 
adopted for the children of Kentucky, 
the authors of which are Prof. Wren 
J. Grinstead, of this city and Col. Phil 
Grinstead. of Louisville, which la 
interesting to say the least. Robt. W. 
Bingham, who now owns the Times 
and Couler-Journal, la conducting 
them with the sole Idea of being of 
some benefit and good to the people 
of Kentucky, and what his papers say 
on questions of public moment, like 
the adoption of school books for chil- 
dren of Kentucky, are bound to carry 
weight. The Dally Register publishes 
below its comment upon the Grinstead 
speller. It will be glad to afford Prof. 
Grinstead all the space he desires. If 
he should care to comment upon the 
Times' editorial. The Times said: 
More About Spellers 
"At a great expense and after la- 
bor of the most stupendous charact- 
er." as the circus press-agents say, 
The Times has obtained a copy of "A 
Manual of Spelling for Elementary 
Schools," the educational work by 
Philip W. and Wren Jones Grinstead, 
designed by the Governor and the state 
Text-Book Commission to guide small 
Kentuckians through the. mazes of 
orthography. Owing, perhaps to the 
extreme modesty of its authors, it 
was not easy to lay hand upon a co- 
py of this epochal work, but now the 
little greenbacked volume, bearing up- 
on Its cover the Imprint of a spray of 
goldenrod and of the equally golden 
Transylvania Book Company, lies upon 
the editorial desk. 

Glancing through this book. The 
Times finds thirty-two pages filled 
with what are educational verities and 
one hundred and ninety-two pages 
perfectly blank. These are the pages 
which the kindly commission took on 
trust, knowing by the reputation of 
Phil and Wren that they would later 
be filled with pearls of philology and 
etymology. Inspection of the work 
has not however, lessened The Times' 
admiration for its own speller, of 
which an Incomplete version was giv- 
en to an eager public the other day; In 
fact The Times has determined to of 
fer Its great work for sixteen cents 
a copy, the price of the State speller 
for which that of Phil and Wren was 
substituted at twenty-two cents and 
a half. And only in The Times spell- 
er can you find the following words 
spelled In the following way: Gover- 
nor, P-a-r-d-o-n; school-children, 
g-o-a-t-s; text-books. J-o-k-e 

It is difficult for a layman like the 
Times, unskilled In pedagogy, to at- 
tempt to criticise, a work acceptable to 
the State Text-Book Commission, in' 
dorsed by a prince of pediatrics like 
William P. Klair, printed by 
pany headed by Thomas A. Combs, 
prepared by a Master of Arts and Doc 
tor of Philosophy— for such, it appears, 
is Wren Jones Grinstead — and by a 
Fellow of Politics like Philip W. Grin 
stead. But. having a speller of Its own 
to propose and being professionally 
Jealous, The Times ventures to point 
out that to ask children to "divide the 
following words into •viable*," as our 
rivals do no page 44. is, to say 
least kidding the kids: 

Bade, knelt, waist knead boughs, 
ecorce, rough, tough, pierce, eighth, 
twelfth, steak. 1 
And. as on page 65. to ask 4th grade 
children to Inform the teacher what 
are the other two English words beside 
"coercion" and "suspicion" ending in 
"cion" is to presuppose that the little 
dears, like the compilers, have memor 
lied the dictionary. But the authors. 
Just to prove that they have not mem- 
orised the dictionary, misuse the ob- 
solete word 'lief." on page 178. 

The Times expresses the hope that 
when a child In the fifth grade Is urged 
to supp missing letter In "lumba go." 
in flense, apopl exy and typh old." he 
would at once know that the printer 
had failed to leave out any see page 
150). but It Inclines to the belief that 
the nfth-errader would become prompt- 
ly bewildered. 

There are many more errors In this 
incomplete and erudite speller for 
children from 8 to 12 that even the La- 
tin and Anglo-Savon vocabularies in-s 
eluded In it do not outweigh. But the 
important fact is that this and five 
and one-half other subjects in the 
Kentucky elementary schools were 
changed outright by the Commission: 
that of these six and one-half subjects 
one and one-half were changed in price 
and that seventy-two and one-ahlf per 
cent of all the school subjects were 
changed in some way. while twenty- 
seven and one-half per cent were un- 
changed.

Having bowed to a virtual ul- 
timatum of the entente not to 
send "mere messengers," to the 
peace conference at Versailles 
and agreeing to send a delegation 
having full power to negotiate 
the peace treaty, Germany is now 
ready to submit a call for pleb- 
iscite on the treaty as soon as it is 
completed, according to Berlin 
reports. The German cabinet, it 
is said, desires to avoid responsi- 
bility, either in refusing or ac- 
ceptng the terms and will submit 
them to the people who, it is be- 
lieved, will refuse to sanction 
them unless negotiations of the 
details are agreed upon. 

Thus if an indemnity is fixed, 
Germany cannot hope to dispute 
the total, but would urge that ex- 
perts be sent to discuss ways and 
means of payment. 

With the question of the Ger- 
man delegation out of the way, 
which seemed for a time to 
threaten grave complications, the 
Italian question again becomes a 
source of much concern at Paris.

Paris, April 21— The Council of 
Four continued its sessions at the 
"White House" beginning at 10 o'clock 
Sunday morning. 

The Italian Premier, Vittorio Or- 
lando and the Italian Foreign Minis- 
Baron Sonnino, were present and 
made it known that the opening of 
the Itlaian parliament on Wednesday 
has necessitated their leaving Paris 
Monday, with, definite knowledge of 
what is going to be done. 

Baron Sonnino continued to occupy 
the extreme position, insisting upon 
the integral fulfilment of the secret 
treaty of London, giving to Italy the 
entire Dalmatian coast and islands, 
and also claiming the city of Fiume 
without internationalization or divi- 
sion with the Jugo-Slav. 

Premier Orlando was rather more 
conciliating though a telegram, which 
he had received from the heads of 
the Italian army declared that the 
entire army was behind him .in up- 
holding Italy's aspirations. 

Captain Tozzi, of Premier Orlands's 
staff, said the telegram was in effect 
an ultimatum and disclosed how uni- 
versal and deep-rooted was the Ita- 
lain determination to secure ade- 
quate protection on the Eastern Adi- 
riatic Coast. v , 

He added that if these rights were 
not recognized Italy undoubtly would 
adopt her own coarse, without refer- 
ence to the conference , and occupy 
the regions to which she considered 
herself entitled. 

President Wilson's position was 
^aid to be equally determined against 
any recognition of the secret treaty of 
London: Reports of a compromise on 
the basis of the Italians getting the 
Italian quarters of Fiume and the 
Jugo-Slavs getting their districts 
were not confirmed, as it was said 
this was the plan put forward to the 
Italians, but not accepted.

W. A. Holden, a well known oil ex- 
pert was here yesterday, going over 
a division sheet for local royalty owrw 
ers of the hig Wells heirs tract in 
Lee comity. He and Attorney Mur- 
ray Smith well go, to BeattyviUe next 
week to complete arrangement of the 
sheet so that the money may be paid 
to local owners. 

A number of local men who have 
interests in Breathitt county oil fields 
are greatly pleased over development 
news from there. Three more wells 
will be sunk in the Frozen Creek sec- 
tion there oeai the Big Bird gas well. 
These wil be put down by the Preston 
Oil Company, Northern Lee Oil Com- 
pany and A. M. Sutton and others. 

Five new wells, in Lee and four in 
Allen county, with a total production 
of about 800 barrels a day were re- 
ported late this week. The largest one 
reported was No. 16 of the W. P. 
Williams Oil Corporation, Young & 
Stevenson on the Pendergass farm 
in Lee county, which is making 200 
barrels. 

The Akers Oil Company has in its 
No. 19 on the Akers tract in Lee. It 
is reported good for 160 barrels. No. 
20 belonging to the same company, is 
due in shortly. 

George R. Owens, president of the 
Great Lakes Petroleum Company has 
sold to the American Royalty Com- 

terest in 835 acres of the D^'pen^ 
dergrass tract in Lee and 1-240 roy- 
alty interest in the Callie Branden- 
burg drilling deal on 168, for $3,000. 

The Victory Oil Company's initial 
test on the 76 acres of the Jim Whis- 
man tract in Estill county is estimat- 
ed at 30 barrels. 

The Dixieland Oil Company is con- 
necting np its five wells on Buck 
creek in Estill county with the pipe 
line and expects to begin the deliv- 
ery of oil in the next few days. 

The Duplex Oil Company will drill 
in its No. 2 this week on the Pender- 
grass lease in Lee, which was recent- 
ly acquired from the Bonanza Oil 
Company . A good producer is ex 
pec ted here.
